It was with a feeling of great and proud thankfulness that the above 
message was received by the executive of the Monkman Pass Highway 
Association on Wednesday. With winter settling down in real earnest, 
much concern was felt for the brave band of determined men who were 
battling their way with the first car through the Monkman Pass and on 
to the gravelled roads of British Columbia. 

That they have succeeded is due to the unconquerable spirit that 
upheld them. Led by Francis Murphy of Dawson Creek, than whom 
there is no more devoted apostle of the Monkman Pass Highway, the 
handful of men, far from their base of supplies, often hungry when 
food failed to reach them as expected, in spite of the best efforts of the 
Association, and certainly cold in their mountain pass, worked without 
complaint, without a thought of stopping before their objective was 
reached . Their story is worthy of a place in history along with Sir 
Alexander Mackenzie, who fought his way through the Rockies farther 
north and was the first white man to reach the tidewaters of the Pacific

Any questions 
regarding the policy of the govern- 
ment in the matter would be an- 
swered by Mr. Sharpe. 

One may have a savings or a cur- 
rent account. In the case of a sav- 
ings account interest will be paid but 
the money must be left for a definite 
period—six months or one year. The 
savings account cannot be drawn on 
until the end of the stated period. A 
savings account may consist of either 
cash or accumulated transfer vouch-

One may open a current account 
by depositing any sum from one 


;dollar up. If one wishes to get the 
three per cent bonus monthly, the 
procedure is to deposit shopping 


money with the Treasury Branch 


and then make purchases with trans- | 


fer vouchers. To do this the co- 
operation of the merchant is essen- 
tial. The bonus will not be allowed 
unless the merchant has signed a 
contract with the Treasury Branch. 
If one-third of the buyyer’s pur- 
chases during the month consists of 
Alberta-made goods, a bonus of three 


per cent will be allowed on the total 


amount. If Alberta-made goods 
comprise less than one-third of the 
buyer’s total purchases, the bonus is 
not lost but is reduced proportion- 
ately. In that case the bonus will be 
three per cent on three times the 
amount of Alberta-made goods. The 
government is taking steps to have 
all goods made in Alberta marked 
plainly. 

If a depositor puts cash into a cur- 
rent account, he does not need to 
spend it all by transfer voucher. It 
may be withdrawn by a “cash order,” 
which is a demand on the Treasury 
Branch to y the amount specified 
in cash, ith the aid of a black- 
board, Mr. Taylor drew up a speci- 
men account and demonstrated how 
the various transactions, in cash or 
transfer vouchers, are recorded in a 
depositor’s pass-book. The Treasury 
Branch does not loan money. 

After Mr. Taylor had answered all 
questions put to him, he left the 
meeting to interview those merchants 
who had not been able to attend. He 
reported afterwards that if the people

“Can you get me a pound of wheat 
of another variety from the same 
farm?”

“Let’s wait and see,” I said. 

The pound of Thatcher arrived. 
This, with a pound of the Little Club 
| was made into loaves of bread by the 
Dominion Cereal Laboratory. 

The loaf made from the Thatcher 
wheat is tall and light, of a nice 
cream color, and has an appetizing 
appearance. The loaf made from the 
Little Club is about half as tall only, 
is dense and heavy-looking, the 
crumb looks unappetizing, and it is 
as yellow as a dandelion. 

“Well,” said the agent, “it looks as 
though wheat varieties are just like 
people. You can’t tell their quality 
or worth by the looks of them!”

How very difficult it is to build 
soil by cropping or green manuring 
practices is set forth in United States 
Department of Agriculture leaflet 
entitled ‘Soil-Depleting, Soil-Con- 
serving and Soil-Building Crops.” 
Intercultivated crops permit rapid 
waste through erosion plus oxidation 
plus direct removal of plant food. 
Cultivation stimulates soil processes 
that literally “burn up” the organic 
matter.

soil-depleting crop. For real soil 
building it is necessary to turn to 
permanent sod. A healthy gross sod 
produces new roots each year and the 
decay of the old roots adds to the 
organic matter because the soil is un- | 
disturbed. Gustafson, of Cornell 
University, cites a case where a vir- 
gin Illinois prairie sad was found to 
contain 27,000 pounds per acre of 
live roots. Green manuring, even 
with legumes like vetch, improves 
the land slowly. On sandy soils in 
hot climates it may not really im- 
prove the land at all. Allowing for 
loss of organic matter in the summer 
crop, it would probably be more 
than 100 years before the organic 
matter in a soil containing 2 per cent 
of organic matter could be doubled 
by turning under a good green- 
manure crop every year. 

All of which emphasizes the im- 
portance of conserving the virgin 
fertility of our lands. “It is possible,” 
we are told, “by using proper crops, 
proper rotations, applications of lime 
and minerals, where necessary and 


{approved anti-erosion practices to 


conserve our soils so as to prevent 
the steady decline in yields that has 
characterized soil-mining practices.” 
The difficulty of permanently rais- 
ing soil fertility as set forth in the 
bulletin is in line with Dr. Wyatt’s 
findings on the grey soils and with 
Beaverlodge rotation experiments so 
far as they have gone to date. 

It has taken Nature ages to build 
our best soils. It is for us to con- 
serve them. Restoration is uphill 


work.

As a matter of fact, any white or 
light-colored surface can serve as a 
reflector, to make shadows soft and 
full of detail. For instance, look at a 
man reading a newspaper.The news- 
paper catches Nght and reflects it 
into his face — it is a very good 
shadow illuminator, 

A white spring or summer dress 
catches light and reflects it to the 
subject’s face, and under her chin. 
A broad white hat brim catches 
ight from the dress, and reflects 
it to the subject’s forehead. 

A white building (see diagram) 
can be used as a reflector to lighten 
the shadow side of the person you 
are picturing. A white picnic cloth, 
spread in the sun, reflects enough 
light to soften shadows in the faces 
of all the group around it. 

Whenever you are taking pictures 
of people, especially in sunlight, 
make sure that the shadows are 
softened in some fashion, Black 
shadows under the subject's eye- 
brows and nose ruin a picture.

4 uncle and aunt came 
down from the Midlands to get my 
return ticket. 

I cannot say what kept me here, 
but when the papers this morning 
said “No War’”—I thanked my lucky 
stars I had_ stuck it out. Even this 
morning at the office they did not 
expect me. My job was going to be 
held open for me if I went back to 
Canada. I could come back to it 
when the war was over. At last I 
decided to go to the Midlands—leave 
my job and help up there. I was still 
to have my job when things 
quietened down. 

We knew that Germany would be 
absolutely wiped out, and most of 
England too. Hitler was more than 
surprised when he knew the British 
Navy had been mobilized. It cer- 
tainly is strong. It has been inter- 
esting how they have tried to get 
word to the German people just 
what really was happening. They 
ow ol know what they nearly walked 

The telegraph and telephone wires 
have been so busy that people were 
requested not to use them unless 
absolutely necessary. Even the post 
was delayed. People were ordered 
not to use gasoline (petrol) unless 
absolutely necessary.

Liyestocl: Numbers 
Decrease On Farms 
In The Dominion 


Total cattle on the farms of Canada 
as at June 1, 1938, was 8,511,200 head 
a decrease of 329,300 compared with 
the corresponding date in 1937. This 
decline is principally accounted for by 
the liquidation of herds in Saskatche- 


wan, to the number of 312,500 head, 
necessitated by crop failure as a re- 
sult of the prolonged drought. 

A review of the figures for recent 


years shows that the number of cattle 
in Canada increased gradually each 
year from 1928 to 1934, when it then 
Since

HOGS 
Hogs, as at June 1, 1938, totallel 
3,486,900, a decrease of 476,400, as 


compared with the similar date in '37. 
With the exception of Prince Edwari 
Island, all the provinces showed a de 
cline, the largest being in Saskatche- 
wan, where it amounted to 41.1 pei 
cent in 12 months. At present there 
are less hogs on the farms than for 
several years. In 1931 the number 
was 4,700,000 and there has been an 
annual decline since then, except in 
1936 when the total reached 4,145,000 
an increase over 4935 of 596,000. 


SHEEP 

There was last June a total of 3,415,- 
000 sheep on Canadian farms, 75,100 
more thansin June, 1937, but 229,000 
less than in 1932, the high figure in 
recent years. Ontario, Alberta and 
Quebec are the principal sheep raising 
provinces in the order named. 


HORSES 


An interesting feature about the 
latest count of horses on farms in the 
Dominion shows that in the 12 months 
ended June 1, 1938, all the provinces 
except Saskatchewan and Alberta ac- 
counted for increases. This year's 
tabulation gives the number of farm 
horses as 2,820,700 only 62,200 below 
1937, but compared with 1931 the 1938 
figures shows a decrease of 293,000. 


WINTER 


Within the 25-acre area of the Royal 
Winter Fair which opens at Toronto 
on November 15, there will be alto- 
gether 15,000 head of the finest live 
stock in Canada, including poultry, 
turekys, geese, 600 dogs, 300 of Can- 
ada’s best cats, and silver fox and 
mink.

The miniature white casket was 
carefully carried into the church by 
four young boys: Jerome Tappen, 
Allan Olson, Everet Hegguland and 
Even Lee. I seemed very fitting 
that tefore Rev. E. N. Torgerson 
started the sermon young Jerome 
Tappen stepped forward and sang a 
solo in his clear sweet soprano voice. 
' The little white casket had the 
appearance of a garden of roses as 
it rested below the altar, smothered 
in wreaths from loved ones. The 
flowers seemed not t out in full 
bloom, but like healthy buds reach- 
ing their heads toward that sun that 
it might transform them into their 
blossoming glory. 

No picture could have been more 
appropriate, for underneath all these 
|wreaths was another bud — little 
/Elliot. As Mr. Torgerson put it in 
j/his sermon: he was a young bud that 
{God had taken away from earthly 
life and was about to replant into a 
\life eternal. Mr. Torgerson went on 
to say that it was only natural that 
the mother and father, grandmother 


\like to see this bud blossom, but “His 
way is not always our way,” and so 
little Eliot and been taken to the

| Mr. Torgerson chose for his text 
ithe twenty-third Psalm. In choosing 
this Psalm, he told how little Elliot 
had been given a small book filled 
with Bible verses, and when no one 
was watching he had marked with 
his little red pencil two verses. The 
first one, “The Lord@ is my Shep- 
herd” and the second “As thy day is 
so shalt thy strength be."’ Days after 
he was dead this book was found 
among his possessions Thus, it 
seemed that some divine guidance 
had moved his fingers gripping the 
tiny red pencil—the red lead might 
signify the red blood by which we 
inherit heaven. ‘ 

In speaking on this theme, Mr. 
Torgerson pointed out that God ac- 
quaints us with His love and shows 
us His promises in the beginning 
of the Psalm. Mr. Torgerson then 
enlarged upon “Yea, though I walk 
through the valley of the shadow of 
death I will fear no evil, for thou 
are with me,” he showed that even 
as it was natural for a child to say 
when speaking of death that “he 
would rather wait and go when you 
go, Father,” so would it also be easier 
for anyone to walk through the val- 
ley of death holding on to the 
Father’s hand. “Unless you are like 
a little child you shall not enter the 
kingdom of heaven*#~——

That timber 
is not destroyed, yet. But if nothing 
is done about it, it will soon become 
unfit to manufacture into lumber. 

We have the men willing to work 
and food for the men, and the 
necessary tools, and fifty-five regis- 
tered sawmills in this constituency. 
And we need the lumber to improve 
our buildings. But because the price 
of grain is low at Liverpool, the men | 
who bear the responsibility of oper- 
ating the present money system can- 
not finance the work. This situation 
constitutes a challenge to men. 
Sharpe has had many requests for
